College  Farm  Serves  as  Laboratory  and  Source 
Of  Supply  While  Used  in  Training  of  Students 


Hal  Holbrook 
Comes  Monday 

Hal  Holbrook,  noted  television 
actor,  will  appenr  in  his  fnmoti3 
role  as  Missouri  author-humorist 
Mark  Twain  at  the  10  a.  tn.  as¬ 
sembly  in  the  College  auditorium 
Monday,  March  17. 

Holbrook  has  achieved  a  nation 
wide  reputation  by  bringing  Mark 
Twain  back  to  life  to  modern  audi¬ 
ences  in  Ills  performance,  entitled 
"Mark  Twain  Tonight.”  I4e  re¬ 
creates  the  sort  of  solo  entertain¬ 
ment  for  which  the  humorist  Was 
internationally  famous. 

Has  Varied  Material 

Largely  because  his  long  New 
York  engagement — which  extended 
to  seven  months  in  a  Greenwich 
Vfljnge  nightclub — required  con¬ 
stant  changes  of  material,  Hol¬ 
brook  can  perform  Twain  for  more 
than  three  hours  without  repealing 
himself.  He  chooses  his  show  from 
this  supply,  usually  selecting  bis 
stories  as  he  goes  along.  His  re¬ 
pertoire  ranges  from  familiar  epi¬ 
sodes  in  "Huckleberry  Finn"  to  the 
less  familiar  and  salty  comments 
with  which  Twain  tickled  the  ribs 
of  people  of  his  time. 

Spends  Two  Hours  on  Make-up 

Holbrook,  who  is  only  32  years 
old,  spends  more  than  two  hours 
before  each  performance  to  turn 
himself  Into  the  Image  of  tlie  70- 
year-old  Mark  Twain.  Thirty  min¬ 
utes  of  this  time  goes  Into  creat¬ 
ing  the  baggy  eye  and  shaggy  eye¬ 
brow  effects.  He  uses  seven  make¬ 
up  shades,  calls  his  technique 
"something  lijce  finger-painting.” 

Holbrook  has  also  had  television 
experience,  appearing  as  a  lead¬ 
ing  player  in  “The  Brighter  Day” 
for  the  past  four  years. 

By  recapturing  the  mannerism  of 
Twain,  Holbrook  amuses  present- 
day  audiences  much  ns  Twain  did 
years  ago. 

'Niahf  Must  Fall 1 
To  Be  Presented 
Today  at  2  p,m. 

Prom  high  up  on  the  judges' 
stand  tlie  voice  proclaims  there 
should  be  no  mercy  for  those  who 
cause  death.  Tlie  voice  speaks  to 
you  from  a  white  fnce  bathed  in 
red  light.  Why  Is  he  saying  that? 

Away  in  tlie  distance  a  church 
bell  sounds  morning.  In  tlie  for¬ 
est,  isolated  from  other  life  and 
nctivlty,  is  the  house.  Brown 
woodwork  and  furniture,  starkly 
bare  in  October’s  sunlight,  cast 
black  shadows  in  the  Victorian 
room.  Dull  copper  antiques  and 
wall  plaques  contrast  with  green 
walls. 

Oil  lamps  in  the  room  say  that 
electricity,  like  civilization  and 
humanity’,  is  far  away.  On  ».de 
the  windows  lonesome  pines 
stand  as  the  only  companions  to 
the  house. 

Morning  Is  in  tlie  air.  Sparkling 
morning.  This  afternoon  in  the 
auditorium  you  will  learn  that 
“Night  Must  Fall.” 


1»USY  AND  QUEEN  ,  .  ."are 
Hu-  finest  pair  of  mules  that  ever 
existed,'*  according  to  B.  T. 
Wright,  chairman  of  tho  agricul¬ 
ture  department.  The  two  worked 
f«r  tlie  college  from  1920  to  1948. 
They  wore  broken  when  the  base¬ 
ment  was  dug  for  tho  gymnasium. 


•  Covering  180  acres  of  campus 
grounds,  the  college  farm  serves 
as  the  agriculture  department  lab¬ 
oratory  as  well  as  a  source  of  sup¬ 
ply  of  some  of  tlie  dairy  products 
for  the  Union  cafeteria. 

Tlie  primary  function  of  tlie 
farm,  which  is  owned  and  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  College,  Is  to  demon¬ 
strate  to  the  students  good  farm¬ 
ing  practices.  Charged  with 
with  teaching  these  principles  are 
Mr.  R.  T.  Wright,  farm  director, 
and  Mr.  F.  B.  Houghton. 

Some  “City  Hoys”  Join  Group 
Although  most  of  the  students 
in  the  agriculture  field  come  from 
rural  homes  and  communities, 
there  are  some  “city  boys,"  says 
Mr.  Wright,  who  are  ag  majors. 

Pure-bred  cattle  and  liogs,  and 
poultry  are  raised  on  the  farm. 


Sheep  have  also  been  raised  there 
tn  the  past.  Hybrid  com  tests  are 
carried  on  in  collaboration  with 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  the  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri, 

Production  Is  Purpose 

However,  the  College  farm  Is 
not  an  experiinental  station,  Mr. 
Wright  emphasizes.  Production  is 
one  of  its  chief  aims  and  it  has 
been  largely  self  sustaining,  al¬ 
though  expansion  at  the  College  is 
slowly  taking  away  farm  grounds. 
About  20  of  Its  former  200  acres 
at  tile  northwest  corner  of  the 
campus  have  been  absorbed. 

Annually  the  farm  produces 
from  80  to  100  hogs,  presently  land- 
race,  and  maintains  about  200 
laying  hens. .  Tlie  dairy  herd  con¬ 
sists  of  50  head  of  pure-hred  jer¬ 
seys,  nnd  tlie  beef  animals  are  10 


shorthorn  cows  and  calves. 

Farm  Is  Mechanized 

Included  in  tlie  mechanized  side 
of  the'  farm  ore  mechanical  milk¬ 
ers  and  coolers,  a  hay  baler,  com¬ 
bine,  and  two  tractors.  One  of 
these  tractors  was  given  tlie  col¬ 
lege  by  the  state  of  Missouri  last 
year. 

Employed  as  dairyman  at  the 
farm  is  Raymond  Lorance,  Louie 
Randall  serves  as  the  farm  fore¬ 
man,  caring  for  the  machinery 
and  crops.  During  the  summer 
months  a  few  college  students  are 
able  to  find  work  at  the  farm. 

A  visitor  to  the  farm  may  won¬ 
der  at  the  enthusiastic  greeting 
sometimes  received  from  tlie  ken¬ 
nels  just  east  of  the  farm  build¬ 
ings.  These  miniature  sheep  dogs 
are  the  hobby  and  pets  of  the . 
dairyman,  Mr.  Lorance.

Three  Speakers  Conclude  Week  of  Emphasis 
On  Religious  Theme,  'The  Will  to  Believe' 


Nominations  for  president  and  vice-president  of  the  Student 
Senate  will  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  nominating  conven¬ 
tion  in  speeches  not  to  exceed  five  minutes  for  each.  Nominations 
may  be  made  only  from  the  file  of  candidates  as  published  in 
the  Northwest  Missourian. 


"The  Will  to  Believe’’  was  the 
theme  carried  out  by  three  out¬ 
standing  speakers  during  last 
week's  observance  of  Religious 
Emphasis  Week.  Dr.  Marcus  Bach, 
professor  In  the  school  of  religion 
al  the  State  University  of  Iowa, 
was  the  main  speaker  of  the  week. 

Father  Arnold  Blacs,  of  the  Con¬ 
ception  Abbey  at  Conception,  gave 
the  assembly  talk  on  Thursday. 
Miss  Anderlne  Farmer,  director 
of  student  work  of  the  Kansas  City 
Baptist  association,  spoke  in  var¬ 
ious  classes. 

Bach  Gave  Keynote 
Dr.  Bach's  keynote  speech 
Sunday  evening,  March  2,  was  en¬ 
titled  "The  Will  to  Believe."  In 
his  talk  he  mentioned  three  areas 
in  which  people  are  In  danger  of 
losing  their  will  to  believe  or  have 
already  lost  it. 

He  defined  the  three  nrcRS  as 
the  will  to  believe  in  something 
greater  and  higher  than  ourselves, 
the  will  to  believe  in  the  world  and 
the  life  around  us,  and  the  will  to 
believe  in  the  world  of  the  life 
within  us.  In  the  second  area  he 
said  that  It  Is  necessary  thRt  peo¬ 
ple  learn  to  live  together  in  order 
to  live  at  all. 

Discussed  Second  Mile 
Dr.  Bach's  title  was  “Tile  Sec¬ 
ond  Mile”  when  he  spoke  in  the 
opening  assembly  Monday  morn¬ 
ing.  Dr.  Bach  said  thnt  the  re¬ 


ligious  person  has  three  parts— 
traditionalism,  lntelloctunllsm, 
and  mysticism,  or  experimcntnl- 
lsm,  as  he  called  It.  To  each  of 
these,  however,  must  be  added  a 
"second  mile.” 

To  traditionalism,  which  he  de¬ 
fined  as  affiliation  with  a  paren¬ 
tal  church,  must  be  added  the 
second  mile  of  a  sense  of  religious 
give  and  take  with  other  denomi¬ 
nations. 

To  Walk  With  leaders 

To  intellectualism  must  be  ad¬ 
ded  the  factor  of  bclievability  that 
cannot  be  Intellectually  proved. 
As  the  mystical  or  experimental 
element  In  religion,  he  advised 
appreciation  and  admiration  of 
people  one  wishes  he  were  like; 
the  second  mile  Is  to  walk  with 
such  people. 

Dr.  Bach  described  his  per¬ 
sonal  relationships  with  Dr.  Al¬ 
bert  Schweitzer  In  his  talk,  “The 
Gospel  of  the  Quest,”  at  2  p.  m. 
Tuesday.  Dr.  Bach  said  that  lie 
learned  three  important  things 
from  Schweitzer.  They  were  that 
the  person  who  fulfills  his  quest 
takes  the  talents  he  has  and  in¬ 
vests  them  to  the  best  in  order 
to  better  the  world;  that  life 
should  not  be  measured  by  dura¬ 
tion  but  by  donation;  and  that  one 
must  be  willing  to  give  a  little 
bit.  more  to  life  and  to  the  world 


than  is  expeoted  of  him. 

To  Measure  by  Donation 
In  Dr.  Bach’s  fourth  and  final 
talk  of  the  week,  entitled  "pu* 
sin’s  Challenge  to  Our  Falih ” 
he  described  some  of  Ills  (wper. 
lences  on  a  recent  trip  to  p,, 
Soviet  Union.  He  said  Hint  com. 
musism  has  been  said  to  be  Rug. 
sin’s  substitute  for  religion.  To 
the  Communist,  “birth  is  a  bio. 
logical  phenomenon,  life  is  a  pro. 
duct  of  the  environment,  and 
death  is  inevitable  extinction.” 
Tile  "holy  trinity”  consists  of  th( 
father,  Marx;  the  son,  Engels, 
and  the  holy  spirit,  Lenin. 

Dr,  Bach  advised  his  listeners 
to  "appreciate  the  opportunity 
you  have  to  seek  and  find  God 
according  to  the  liberty  and  berj, 
tage  that  is  yours.” 

Must  Have  Faitli 
Fnther  Arnold  Bines  of  Conccp. 
tion  Seminary  spoke  on  "Faith  or 
Despnir”  at  the  closing  assembly 
of  Religious  Emphasis  Week 
Thursday  morning.  His  talk  was 
on  the  theme  of  optimism. 

He  said  that  people  are  turning 
science  into  a  God,  and  that  be¬ 
cause  of  this,  society  is  becoming 
pessimistic.  Father  Bines  went  on 
to  say  that  we  must  get  back  ouj 
belief  in  God. 

"We  must  have  faith  or  de* 
spair,”  he  said,  and  “despair  is  | 
tlie  decision  of  fools."
